C o lu m b u s , Julv 6.—President Ratch- 
ford of the U nited Mine Workers has 
not received m any re|>orts from the 
various m ining districts throughout the 
country as to the progress of the strike. 


I President Ratchford said it would re­ 
quire several days to receive full in ­ 
form ation ou this point, as the district 
presidents would necessarily have to 
have tim e to com m unicate with the 
num erous locals ''©fore reporting defi­ 
nitely to national headquarters as to 
the com pleteness of the suspension. 
Before the end of the present week, 
how ever, the national officers will have 
the information at hand as to the ex­ 
act situation at all the mines in the 
country. 
If there should be any m iues 
in operation the officials will know 
their location, the num ber of men em ­ 
ployed and whether or not they are 
m em bers of the miners* organization. 
Inform ation which the national offi­ 
cials have at hand is of a general 
nature and i* to tile effect that the 
m iners have generally sam ended work 
and the strike promises to be a success. 
The success of the whole movem ent 
seem s to devolve upon the men in the 
Pittsburg district, and, judging from 
the latest advices received from that 
field, the miners there propose to do 
their part. 
So far as can be learned 
the operators in both tfie Pittsburg aud 
Ohio district* do not intend to put forth 
any effort to start their mine*, out have 
c o n c l u d e d to quietly d ose down aud 
aw ait developments. 
President Ratchford said he had been 
astonished at the great number of tele­ 
grams received from operators request­ 
ing permission to operate their m ines 
by paying the price demanded by tho 
m iners, 
These requests could not be 
granted, for the reason that to do so 
would be defeating the very object 
w hich the *trike is intended to accom­ 
plish. 
The o h io operators w ill be governed 
in their course entirely by the action of 
tin* Pittsburg operators, 
lf the latter 
agree to an advance in the price the 
Ohio operators w ill not object, but w ill 
readily pay the advance. 
As a matter 
of fact, it is understood that they would 
rather pay a higher price and continue 
the operation of their m ines. The regu­ 
lar m eeting of the Ohio Coal associa­ 
tion is being held in Detroit today, but 
it is hardly probable th at any action 
w ill be taken in reference to the strike 
further than has already been decided 
upon, and that is to aw ait developments 
in the Pittsburg district. 
A prominent o h io operator stated 
that in his opinion the strike will Drove 
a failure. 
Not that he wished it to so 
term inate, hut from the fact that tho 
entire Pittsburg district was not repre­ 
sented at the m eeting held iii P itts­ 
burg on Saturday. 
H e does not believe 
all the miners in that district w ill 
strike, and, unless they do, it cannot bo 
expected that the object for which the 
strike has been ordered w ill be accom­ 
plished. 
It is generally conceded that tho 
strike w ill be enforced in this state.

Safety Elevators. 
An improved system hits been adopt­ 
ed in respect to the new elevators for 
the library of congress. They are built 
with a special view to safety, and in 
addition to a safety catch are provided 
with what is termed the air cushion— 
the latter not a real cushion, inasmuch 
as it is not soft, nor is it made and put 
in position, being formed only when the 
elevator is dropped to the bottom of the 
shaft, aud thus ull wear and tear on the 
cushion is avoided. 
The principle is 
very simple. 
At the bottom of the 
shaft is h well about 18 feet in depth, 
the sides of which are so arranged as to 
Later a j come at the top within the sixteenth of 
un inch of the side of the elevator, this 
space gradually growing larger until 
there is a distance of an inch and a half 
between the elevator and the shaft. 
When the elevator is dropped from the 
roof, it pushes before it a quantity of 
air, and, dropping into the well, the 
air is compressed and. escaping very 
slowly, allows the elevator to settle easi­ 
ly-

A dulteration of Rahber. 
Iu spite of the constant talk of a sub­ 
stitute having been found for it, rubber 
seems likely to be for scene tim e to 
come the stand by of the electrician for 
insulating purpose*. The m auufactun rs 
who prepare the rubber for the electrical 
and other m arkets complain of the in ­ 
creasing adulteration of the raw m a­ 
terial, esj>ecially of th at coming from 
Assam and Burma. 
According to H. 
N. Thompson, the Chinese have a prac­ 
tical monopoly of the trade. The forests 
at the head of the upper Namkong basin 
are rich in rubber, and the trees attain 
a height of 200 feet, w ith enormous 
girth. The great tril»e of rubber collect­ 
ors Is the Hana Kachins, who go vast 
distances for their rubber harvest in the 
dry season. The chiefs levy toll oil the 
produce as it passes down the river. 
The Chinese, who control the trade, pay 
the Kachins for it in provisions and 
cloth, and as they are adepts in the art 
of concealing stones in it, by the tim e 
it reaches Ranguu its weight and bulk 
are largely augmented by foreign sub­ 
stances. 
The Assam supply is fed m ainly by 
the Nagas, who, having got in their 
crops in December, aet off for the ru b ­ 
ber forests w ithin the drainage area of 
the Tareu river, where they know every 
tree, the knowledge being iii many 
cases passed on from father to son. The 
rubber in this district is said to be 
growing so scarce th at it often takes a 
man 40 days to collect a cooly load. In 
spite of this, the Hingpho villages levy 
a tax on each collector. 
When first col­ 
lected, the rubber is very pure, but the 
Nagas have acquired the trick of adul­ 
terating it w ith earth and stones, and 
the Assam rubber is not regarded w ith 
favor in the C alcutta market. 
It is a 
sore point w ith tho Chinese m erchants 
th at the Nagas so exhaust the capacity 
of tho rubber to receive adulteration 
th at there is no opening left for the ex­ 
ercise of their own ingenuity in the 
same direction.—St. Louis Globe-Dem­ 
ocrat

“ The island of New Caledonia, where 
I hove lived for tile past ten years, is a 
French p«nal colony,*' said Mr. C. G. 
Freeman, an English gentleman, now 
visiting America. 
“ I went there for 
my health, exacting to stay only a 
short time, but Went into the business 
of raising coffee, for which that country 
is well adapted, and finally concluded 
to stay pennant ntly. 
“ New Caledonia is 1,200 miles east 
of Australia, and although within th* 
tropics it has a delightful climate for ten 
months in the year. 
Doting January 
and February the* weather is so exces­ 
sively hot that one cannot live iii com 
fort. 
The* inland is 40 miles wide by 400 
long. 
“ There are between 6,000 and 0,000 
convicts on the island, and perhaps an 
equal number of ticket of leave men— 
that is, men who have served out their 
terms of imprisonment, but who are 
forbidden to leave and have to report 
to the authorities twice a year. 
They 
are a miserable, spiritless lot, these 
ticket of leave fellows, who work just 
enough to keep from starving and whose 
highest ambition is to get motley enough 
for a debauch. The convicts are treated 
very humanely by the French officials, 
au d I doubt if there is a penal settle­ 
ment in the world where the men have 
the same care and consideration shown 
them .”

Dr. Hopkins of the Cleveland Medical 
re liege, and one of the world’s noted 
bacteriologists, recently 
performed a 
notable experiment. 
A rabbit afflicted 
with lock jaw iii its worst phase and iii 
iiumin* tit danger of dying was cured by 
the doctor by one injection of lockjaw 
a n a to x in s. 
As a rabbit has a less d* gree of vital­ 
ity than a man has and as its system is 
less susceptible to changes it is believed 
that a person afflicted with lockjaw can 
be cured more easily than the rabbit 
was. The use of lockjaw antitoxine wai 
attempted at the New York Pasteur in­ 
stitute some time ago, but its applica­ 
tion w as not m arked with success. 
Dr. Hopkins in an interview had this 
to say of his remarkable experiments: 
“ Lockjaw, or, as it is technically 
known, tetanus, is cue of the moat fatal 
diseases known to medicine. In fact, it 
if- almost invariably fatal. The cause of 
t!:e affection was unknown until, in 
I 84. Nioolaier found the germ which 
produced it in garden earth. The germs 
Wet© especially abundant in manured 
soil, aud this led to the supposition that 
tiles* organisms had their origin in the 
ii.terrines of horses. 
But this theory 
Wa* quickly disproved by Le Den ire, 
who found the germs existing in abun­ 
dance in the New Hebrides islands, 
where there were no horses. In these is 
lauds the natives were accustomed to 
poison their arrows by thrusting them 
in soil rich in these germs.

is 
u su ally con tracted 
th ro u g h w ounds from ru sty n a ils, etc., 
w h ic h have been in such soil and are cov­ 
ered by th e germ s, or it m ay com e from 
d ire c t co n tact betw een an abraded skin 
surface an d e a rth c o n ta in in g th e germ s 
O ne of th e ch a ra c teristic s of these bac­ 
teria , aud a fo rtu n a te one, is th a t they 
can n o t p ro p ag ate in th e presence of oxy­ 
gen.

c e rta in ly be m uch m ore 
com m on.

ism s th a t fiv e-o n e-m illionths of a c e n ti­ 
m eter tak en from a c u ltu re fo u r w eeks 
old w o u ld k ill a m ouw in a few hours.

The next important acquisition was 
made in 184;» , when the republic of 
Texas became a member of the federal 
Union. The mere act of admitting Texas 
into the sisterhood of states cost th« 
government little, of course, hut the 
fiontiers of the state wore not clearly 
defined, and this led to the Mexican 
war of 1845-8, in which tliousands of 
American lives were lost 
and vast

Not including the Pacific group of is 
lands, which may or may not become 
the property of this country, there have 
been sinoe the beginning of the present 
century not less than six acquisitions of 
territory to the domain of the United 
States. 
The first and most im portant 
of these acquisitions was made in I HOH 
and is known as the Louisiana pur­ 
chase. 
Mr. Jefferson, who Occupied the 
presidential chair at that time, nego­ 
tiated tile purchase from Emperor N a­ 
poleon at a cost of #15,750,000. 
While 
the exact boundaries of the territory 
thus acquired are not preserved either 
en the map or in the state records at 
Washington something over 1,198,000 
-iqiiare miles were added to the national 
domain, and from this vast extent of 
territory the states of Louisiana, A r­ 
kansas, 
Missouri, 
Iowa, 
North 
and 
South Dakota, Idaho, Wyoming, Ore 
goo and Washington have since been 
carved, besides Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory ami parts of Mississippi, Colo­ 
rado, Minnesota and Kansas 
Sixteen years elapsed before the next 
opportunity lo extend the borders of 
the U nited States presented itself. 
In 
I HI ll President Monroe, at a cost of #5,- 
0 0 0 , 0 0 0 , secured the purchase of Flori­ 
da from Spain. 
While the acquisition 
of Florida added 58,080 square miles to 
the national territory its real value con­ 
sisted iii the fact that it gave to the 
governm ent one continuous coast line 
from M aine to Texas. 
The next important acquisition was 
made in 1845, when the republic of 
Texas became a member of the federal 
Union. Tin* more act of adm itting Texas 
into the sisterhood of states cost the 
governm ent little, of course, hut the 
ft cutlers of the state were not clearly 
defined, and this led to the Mexican 
war of 1845-8, in which thousands of 
American 
lives were lost 
ami vast 
sums of money expended. As the result 
of the Mexican war, however, the Unit 
cd States made its fourth acquisition of 
territory, partly by way of indemnity 
aud partly by way of purchase. 
Texas added to the national domain 
some 325,000 square miles, while the 
territory acquired from Mexico a d d e d 
not less than (150,000 square miles. 
This letter area bus since been carved 
into tile states of California* Utah and 
Nevada and parts of Colorado, Arizona 
and New’ Mexico. 
Iii addition to the 
vast territory already mentioned the 
United States also acquired as the result 
of the Mexican war a continuous Pacific ‘ 
coast line. 
Still another result of the 
Mexican wur was the purchase in 1853 
of 30,000 square miles of territory at a 
cost of #10,000,000. This territory now ; 
forms u part of Arizona aud New Mex­ 
ico, 
The last extension of our national 
territory was made iii 1807, during the 
adm inistration of President 
Andrew 
Johnson, when Alaska was purchased 
from Russia, the consideration being 
#7,200,000. 
Iii this purchase 577,390 
square m iles were included. 
Recapitu­ 
lating, the various acquisitions of ter­ 
ritory to the United States have beeu 
as follows:
